coal and other necessities. 
They stopped at Unalaska, and 


later at Nome, where 
sleds, 
dogs, 


skis and snow shoes for long trips 
were taken aboard. 
The Karluck continued north, and 


on the 20th of September the meat 
supply became exhausted and Ste- 
fansson with two companions fitted 
up a sled expedition to try to reim- 
burse the supply. 
The Karluck at 


this time was caught in the ice, but 
a few days after Stefansson left the 
ship, it began to drift. On Stefans- 
son's return no trace of it could be 
found, but instead of returning from 
whence he came, he determined to 
try to mate the trip, with sleds. The 
boat drifted for three months, until 
on January 10, 1914, she was crush- 
ed by the ice and sank, Jfn. 11. 


Then the real hardships for the 


party began. 
They camped on the 


ice, until it began to float. Explor- 
ing parties were sent out, with the 
result that Wrangle Island was locat- 
ed where the party camped. 


On March 12 Captain Barttatt left 


the party and made his way to East 
Cape, where be notified the Canadian 
government of the fate of the expe- 
dition which led to their rescue in 
August, 1914. The object ot tbe 
trip was to make scientific investi- 
gations, and a further study of the 
blonde Eskimo, discovered by Ste- 
fansson, who was also anxious to 
find a new land which he believed 
was in the great mysterious north- 
west.
